netic " Schools. 


BILL NOW PENDING IN THE HOUSE. 


It I» a Chicago Enterprlis and BSO.OOO,- 


OOO Are Wanted to Carry It Throngh— 
Something About tlie Scheme—The Be- 
publlcau Senatorial Caucun Seleoti a 
Successor to Sergeant-at-Arms Canada? 
—Capital City Note* of Intereit. 
WASHINGTON CITY, June 11.—The scheme 


to establish a chain of "fonetic" schools 
throughout the country bid* fair to bs 
carried to a successful issue, and that 
Chicago will be in the field seems to be. 
generally understood. The bill appropri- 
ating $50,000,000 for the establishment of 
these schools is now pending before the 
house and will certainly have a hearing 
before the present session has been con- 
cluded. Senator Farwell and Congress- 
men Mason and Lawler are deeply inter- 
ested, as are the majority of the senators 
and congressmen, and are lending their 
aid to the successful passage of the bill 
with an enthusiasm unexpected. It is a 
Chicago enterprise purely and is being 
pushed vigorously by Charles A. Story, 
the secretary of the United States Fonetio 
company. He is now here and doing yeo- 
man service in the cause. To a corre- 
spondent Mr. Story said that he wished it 
distinctly understood that any criticisms 
or objections to the old and numerous 
methods of fonetic spelling heretofore of- 
fered to the public donot apply to the new 
iclence of spelling. 


Not Like the Old Methods. 


"The old fonetic methods," continued 


Mr. Story, "merely drop a few silent let- 
ters here and there—merely lop off or trim 
flown a few of the worst excrescences from 
the old pagan system of spelling. The 
science of spelling constructs all the words 
of all the languages by rule and leaves out 
all the silent letters. The old go-called 
fonetic spelling is no more like the science 
of spelling than an Irish wheel-barrow is 
like a locomotive engine, or a mud-scow 
like a Cunard steamer. There Is no kind 
of resemblance or similarity. Those old 
plans are mere patch-work, mere tinker- 
ing, mere hacking and hewing. 
They 


only prop up, 
or attempt 
to brace, 


the old, decayed, and crumbling methods 
of the pagan ages. The science of spelling 
builds a new and modern structure in 
place of the old ones, erecting the same on 
the solid rock foundation of science and 
common sense, with all the modern ap- 
pliances demanded by our own land and 
time. Children can learn as much spell- 
Ing in one month, using the rules of sci- 
ence as their guide, a* they are now learn- 
ing in two years. This has been proved 
many times in Chicago. Let the critics 
first inform themselves about the science 
and tben blaze away. 
The science can 


stand all the intelligent criticism they can 
offer in a thousand years." 


Praised by Proftmor Swing. 


The speaker also stated that he had re- 


ceived a letter from Professor Swing, of 
Chicago, in which that well-known divine 
and learned man highly praised the idea 
of establishing fonetic schools. He hoped 
that the appropriation would be made, 
and as soon as possible. In writing on the 
lubject the professor said that the Intro- 
duction or invention of electricity and 
steam was a grand and invaluable inno- 
vation, but to his mind the "fonetic" sys- 
tem of spelling would be far greater, when 
so established as to be In general use. In 
fact, Professor Swing grew quite enthu- 
siastic on th» subject. 


"The 
tariff bill and other questions now 


under discussion will preclude a hearing 
of the 'fonetic bill' for at least a week or 
ton days," concluded Mr. Story. "Mean- 
time I will be busily at work at home." 


CANADAY'S SUCCESSOR. 


Republican Senator* Select a Man for Ser- 


geant-at-AnnB. 


WASHINGTON CITT, June 11.—The Re- 


publican senators held a caucus Tuesday 
evening to choose a successor to Sergeant- 
at-Arms W. P. Canaday, who has handed 
in his resignation, to take effect June 80. 
A numbers of candidates were presented 
to the caucus but the votes for almost all 
of them were complimentary. The lead- 
Ing candidates for the place were E. K. 
Valentine, of Nebraska, and Silas M. 
Bailey, of Pennsylvania. The fight had 
been between them for some time, al- 
though Deputy Sergeant-at-Anns Charles 
B. Reade, of Maine, has had a good fol- 
lowing. Mr. Bailey was the candidate of 
Senator Quay while Mr. Valentine con- 
trolled most of the strength of the west, 
led by the senators from his own state. 
There were forty senators present at the 
caucus. The candidates put in nomina- 
tion were Valentine, of Nebraska; Bailey, 
of Pennsylvania; Reade, of Maine; Heed, 
j 
of Minnesota; Swords, of Iowa; Byington, 
of Connecticut; Wilson, of Montana, and 
Dunn, of Delaware. 
Valentine Elected. 


The votes on the first ballot were scat- 


tered widely but on the second the strength 
of the leading candidates was concentrated 
and Mr. Valentine, receiving 23 votes to 
Mr. Bailey's 13 was declared the choice of 
the caucus. Mr. Valentine was born in 
Keoeauqua, Iowa, June 1,1848. He was 
for many years a printer. He did honor- 
able service during the war. He located 
in Nebraska in 1868; was appointed regis- 
ter of the land office at Omaha in 1869; 
•hortly afterward was admitted to the bar 
and practiced law until 1875 when he wa» 
elected judge of the Sixth judicial district, 
serving in that position until he was 
elected to the Forty-sixth congress. 
He 


was three times re-elected to congress 
from the Third Nebraska district. The

position oT sergeant-at-arms U one of the 


* 
most important in the senate.' Theser- 
g«ant-at arms i» the executive officer of 
the senate and doorkeeper as welL The 
place carries a salary of $4,920 annually, 
and a great deal of valuable patronage.

WASHINGTON Cnr, June 11.—The senate

Foreign Emigrant! to Cuba. 


WASHINGTON CITT, June 11.—The de- 


partment of state has been officially ad- 
vised of the issue by the Spanish govern- 
ment of a royal decree, article 14 of which 
states that foreigners emigrating to the 
Island of Cuba as colonists or field work- 
ers may introduce into the island, without 
payment of tariff duties, their baggage, 
implements, etc.; also two head of cattle, 
horses or mules, and four head of small 
live stock. The sons of such emigrants 
are exempt from military service, pro- 
vided they work four years as agricultural 
laborers.

The News states that this de 
sire is not the outgrowth • of hostility to 
either of these gentlemen, but the atti- 
tude of the party in going to New York 
for a candidate ever since the war has sec- 
tional! zed the party, the south and west 
have been compelled to submit to New 
York, and with New York to Wall street. 


New York Control* the Party. 


Until these bands are broken the Demo- 


cratic party can never claim to be what its 
founders mode it. Since 1878 the country 
has been suffering from the evil effects of 
silver demonetization. It was partially 
restored by Democrats in 1878, and ever 
since the masses of the party have favored 
its complete restoration. The tariff issue 
is insignificant in importance to this finan- 
cial issue; the south, west and northwest 
are in favor of the restoration of silver. 
New York alone dominates and controls 
the whole purty in this great financial 
struggle. Democrats in congress are al- 
most a unit tor free coinage. In national 
conventions this candor vanishes in su- 
perstitious fear that only a New York 
candidate can be elected. 


A. Fatal Weakness. 


New York will never cast its vote in

Even before Cleve- 
land was inaugurated he shocked the 
country with a letter in opposition to sil- 
ver. If Cleveland or Hill were nominated 
neither could escape from his Wall street 
environment. The convictions of the St. 
Louis convention which nominated Cleve- 
land were smothered. The Democratic 
party by conceding it can win success 
only through a New York nominee, ad- 
mits fatal weakueb.% and almost merits de- 
feat. The News concludes by an appeal to 
the party to give the west aud fcouth a 
chance.

Protestant denominations in Quebec in 
connection with the settlement of the 
Jesuit estates. This action is entirely un- 
expected and will place the Quebec govern- 
ment in a queer position. Though the 
Jesuits for a century had pressed their 
claim for compensation for the confisca- 
tion of their property by the crown, no 
statesman gave it a moment's considera- 
tion until Premier Mercier appeared on 
the scene. 
The compensation awarded 


amounted to nearly $500,000, of which the 
Catholics received $400,000. 


More About That Circus Riot. 


BAUOOB, Me., June 11.— Further partic- 


ulars of the 
circus riot at Ellsworth 


shows that the trouble was begun by some 
Ellsworth toughs who insulted a female 
trapezist and then assaulted her. Her 
husband came to the rescue and both were 
jumped on by the hoodlums and brutally 
assaulted. The woman was knocked down 
and kicked in the stomach and may not 
recover. The other circus men then took 
a hand as the Ellsworth police refused to 
arrest the assailants. The primary cause 
was the unrestricted sale of liquor in town 
during the stay of the circus.

ARKANSA8 BANDITS. 


They Derail and Bob a Train on the T«xa« 


and FaclHo Boad. 


TEXARKANA, Ark., June 11.— The be- 


lated train on the Texas and Pacific which 
left here at 11 o'clock at night was robbed 
at what is known as Four Mile Junction. 
A twitch was thrown and the train de- 
railed. An unknown man wbo was steal- 
Ing a ride was instantly killed. Express 
Messenger Nesbitt resisted the robbers as 
they entered the express car and was fired 
.upon. The robbers then went through 
the express safe and made their escape. It 
is claimed that they secured less than 1300 
in the express car. 


Shot the Messenger Twice. 


After they had gone through thia car 


the robbers marched the engineer, and 
fireman, and messenger about 100 yards 
from the railroad track, seated them on a 
log, and told them to stay there with their 
eyes shut for one hour. When the bandits 
hud gone a distance of about fifty yards 
they turned and flved a volley at the men 
on the log. 
The messenger was shot 


through tho left hand and another bullet 
pierced his left ear. The robbers then dis- 
appeared. It required but a short time to 
notify officers here, who at once went in 
pursuit of the bandits. One man has been 
arrested and is now in custody, but has 
not yet been fully identified. 


Failure on the Chicago Board. 


CHICAGO, June 11.— The board of trade 


firm of Robert Warren & Co. failed to 
pass the clearing house in the morning. 
Wheat and short ribs, both of which art- 
icles the firm was a heavy holder, dropped 
sharply in price when the failure became 
generally known. The assets and liabili- 
ties are not known. Mr. Warren said 
that he could have sold his wheat at the 
prices ruling about two weeks ago to net 
him $160,000 profit, but the decline of the 
last few days had ruined him.

Sample 
of grain damaged by the peat have been 
sent to the department of agriculture fron 
various parts of the state and the farmer 
are greatly exercised by reason of its depre 
dations.
